3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby directs 
that the maximum prices at which the varieties of rice and paddy specified in column (i) of the 
Schedule to this Order shall be sold in any one transaction of more than ten maunds in the districts 
of Krishna, West Godavari and East Godavari in the State of Andhra Pradesh, shall be as specified 
in the corresponding entries in column (2) of the said Schedule.
